SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 


The computer image Daddo003.jpg is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The computer image file promotes and supports the exploitation of children for sexual 
purposes and is deemed objectionable under s3(2)(a) of the Films, Videos, and 
Publications Classification Act 1993 (FVPC Act). The file contains a colour 
photographic image that is a close-focus shot of part of a female’s buttocks, her anus 
and the inner surface of her upper thighs. The image also shows almost the full length 
of a penis, apparently about to penetrate the female’s vagina. One of the male’s hands 
is placed on the female’s left buttock. The buttocks appear small and undeveloped in 
relation to the size of the penis and the male’s hand. The Classification Office is of the 
opinion that the image shows an adult male engaging in sexual activity with a child. 
The image focuses on the female’s body size in relation to the male. Pier youthful 
sexual characteristics and the prospect of her penetration by an adult male are 
presented for the arousal of the viewer. 

The computer image file has been found to promote and support an activity listed 
under s3(2) of the FVPC Act. The provisions of s3(2) are inconsistent with, and 
override, the rights and freedoms contained in si4 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights 
Act 1990. 
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
